We began and have conlinued to this day manufacture of leaf compost, used to amend and strengthen soils,
and lo allow the most beneficial grasses to thrive. Other organic treatments have included corn gluten, to
control Japanese beetle infestations, choice, non GMO grass seed, and most importantly, good human
stewardship, including broadcasting compost on playing fields and paik lawns, for sustained release of
nutrients into the soil, This is natural and altogether appropriate, and worthy of our esteemed citizenry.

There are other towns that have greally succeeded In using natural and sustainable praclices. The lovely
town of Cheshire, for example, which continues a great tradition of champion athletic teams, and beautiful
parks and fields, has been a leader of the highest disfinction, having facilities which are cared for in natural

and sustainable manner.

We have the resources and knowledge, in many cases considered "old school", to succeed, in having great
facilities for aur towns and cities, schools and neighborhoods.

Please refrain from buying the line which
would have us go backwards in resuming and rolling back to what could be harmful practice here, where we

always think to positive outcome.
